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PREFACE. 


Hans Christian Andersen was born at Odensee, on the 
island of Fiinen, April 2nd, 1805, and died at Copenhagen, 
August 6th, 1875. Soon after the death of his father, who 
was a poor shoemaker, the boy went to Copenhagen, to ob- 
tain a higher education. After many adversities and hard- 
ships he finally found generous friends who helped him in 
his distress, and application having been made by one of 
them to the king of Denmark, he was placed at an advanced 
school at public expense. 

Already, in his early youth, Andersen displayed a talent 
for poetry, and more especially for story-telling. At the close 
of his university studies, in 1830, having obtained pecuniary 
aid from the king, he traveled through England, Sweden, 
Germany, Switzerland, France and Italy ; his charming 
“ Sketches of Travel" being the fruit of these extended tours. 
In 1834 he produced a successful romance, entitled “ The 
Improvisator," in which the scenery and manners of Italy 
are depicted in a glowing style and with admirable fidelity. 
Another novel, called “ Only a Fiddler ,” which appeared 
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in 1838, presents some striking pictures from the poet’s own 
early life. His original genius, however, became most con- 
spicuous in his “ Fairy Tales” which are characterized by 
quaint humor, rich imagination and sometimes by deep 
pathos. Among his minor writings few are better known or 
more admired than his “ Picture- Book without Pictures ” 
(1841), which contains a series of the finest imaginative 
sketches. 

In his autobiography Andersen says : “ My little book, 
‘Picture-Book without Pictures ’ appears, to judge from the 
reviews and the number of editions, to have obtained an 
extraordinary popularity in Germany. One of those who 
first announced it, added : ‘ Many of these pictures offer ma- 
terial for narratives and novels — yes, one gifted with fancy 
might create romances out of them.' A couple of translations 
appeared in England, and the English critics gave the 
little book very high praise, calling it ‘an Iliad in a nut- 
shell.’—” 

In America, too, Andersen’s “ Picture-Book without Pic- 
tures” has made many warm friends, and even enthusiastic 
admirers. For years this little book has been in use in some 
of my German classes, where I have had ample opportunity 
to watch the favorable impression which these charming 
sketches made upon the minds of my students, and it was 
the result of my observations in the class-room which induced 
me to prepare this School Edition. I found that the “Pic- 
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ture-Book without Pictures” is admirably adapted to teach 
beginners the language and at the same time to awaken 
their interest for scientific questions, as the stories abound in 
allusions to facts from the wide fields of Geography, Ethnol- 
ogy, Archaeology and History, more especially the history of 
literature and the arts. Being offered such a charming field 
for translation, the students were imbued from the very be- 
ginning with an interest in the little stories which did not 
flag at any portion of the book. This observation alone 
was sufficient to recommend the "Picture-Book” to me as 
a most valuable acquisition. The "Notes,” therefore, while 
by no means failing to assist the student in surmounting the 
linguistic difficulties, are especially intended to explain all 
allusions to scientific questions, of whatever nature they may 
be. Besides this, the grammatical notes are made complete 
in themselves without reference to any grammar, so that the 
student, supported by the complete "German-EnglishVocab- 
ulary” which has been added, does not need any further 
help for the study and enjoyment of the book. 

The fact that in this "School” Edition I have omitted 
three of the stories of the original text, will, as I confidently 
hope, not only be excused, but commended by all teachers 
who like myself have used the former edition. 

Finally, the attention of those teachers who desire to make 
their lessons as attractive and profitable to the students as 
possible, is called to the excellent opportunity which is 
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offered them for preparing a Picture-Album, illustrating 
many scenes of our text.* • 

It only remains to acknowledge my indebtedness to my 
friend Professor J. H. Dillard, of Tulane University of 
Louisiana, New Orleans, who while faithfully reading proof 
with me, has frequently suggested changes which were al- 
ways improvements.

200-233.) 23 . The “ Salon Of the Muses, one of the large halls

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and grain. From the smaller end of the cornucopia waters gush forth 
and cover all the sides of the base. The stream seems to start from 
under the garments of the god, as if in allusion to the unknown source 
of the great river. In the children who are all about, are to be re- 
cognized, according to classic authority, the units of measurement of 
the height of the overflow of the river. This idea is indicated more 
clearly by placing the little ones at graduated elevations. Their 
number, sixteen, is supposed to correspond to the highest measurement 
to which the overflow reaches. The position and grouping of the 
children were in a measure necessitated by the manner in which the 
god reclines upon his four-sided bed. About the empty places to the 
right and left the children are of course more thickly gathered. On the 
right, clustering up and down and about the Sphinx and the cornucopia, 
they seem to lead up to the little chap who, highest of all, sits in serene 
complacency with folded arms on the very top of the cornucopia itself."..
